Several reasons were cited bv the

They alleged that 
prices to thu consumer were excessive, j 
Lhat reductions were essential to the 
public welfare; that profits in distri- 
bution and sale of the product were 
imperiling rights of capital and labor 
to fair retums; that freight rates were 
exorbitant and designed to handicap 
producers* now owning railroads; that 
fair rates to tidewater would cut $2 63 
a ton from the price to the consumer, 
and that needless agencies for distri- 
bution added unwarranted margins 
of profit to retail prices. 
The miners proposed that an inves- 


tigation "should at once be made by 
the Interstate Commerce commission 
of freight rates charged for the trans- 
portation of anthracite coal with the 
end In view of ordering a reduction 
of such rates if they are found to be 
unreasonable and unjust."

Of Company.E at the 311th infantry, 
7Sth division, and was killed in action 
in the Argotine on November 1. 191$. 
He, with First Sergeant Schroth and 
a srna.ll detail, had been sent out as 
an advance patrol to clean up a ma- 
chine gun nest that was hindering 
the advnnre.

SPRAYING FOR DANDELIONS 


ron Sulfate Effectual If Boys Digging 
lot Greens Fall. 


The experiment station at Geneva 


s recommending the use of an iron 
ulfate spray for the eradication of 
dandelions from the lawn which the ] 
tation experts assert is a cheap and I 
effective method ot exterminating this , 
jest without injury to the grass- The I 
pray was used for eight years on the ' 
tation grounds with satisfactory re- 
ultss. 
The spray solution is prepared by 


dissolMtig l',i pounds of iron sultate, 
also known as copperas or fc.eeu vi- 
riol and obtainable at any hardware 
or drug store, in 1 gallon of water. 
This amount of t.pray will co\cr about 
375 siu.ire feet of lawn. The best re- 
sults are secured when the spray is 
applies as a line mist and is driven 
well down into the foliage by the use 
of a power outfit f ^r large areas or 
one of the small bucket ir hand type 
of sprayers for the small lawn, it is 
asserted, although fairly good results 
are obtained when the spray is .applied 
\vith an ordinary sprinkling can. Since 
iron sulfate corrodes metals, the solu- 
tion should be mii.de u.) in a wooden or 
carthenwiire vessel; and in applying 
the spray care should be exercised to 
prevent it from 
wetting cement or 


stone walks, 
building 
foundations, 


clothing, etc., as it leaves a yellowish 
brown stain which is extremely diffi- 
cult to remove. 
A blackening of the grass immedi- 


ately follow nig each application should 
not occasion alarm as this will soon 
disappear if the grass Is growing vig- 
orously. 
According to the station experts the 


spray should be applied in May just 
before the first blossoms appear with 
one or two applications at intervals 
of three or four weeks. One or two 
ad<titional applications in the late 
summer and fall may also be neces- 
sary. If properly managed, spraying 
every third year is said to keep the 
lawn practically free from dandelions. 


Re-seeding the bare spots where 


the weeds have bem killed out by the 
spray and applying stable manure or 
fertilizers to the entire lawn after 
spraying is said to be essential for re- 
storing completely 
the vigor 
and 


smooth appearance 
of a well-kept 


lawn.

Berlin.—United States, u vrell as 


central Europe, must be on guard 
against the introduction of cholera and 
typhus through immigration of Rus- 
sian refugees, says a warning Issued 
by Dr. A. Schlesinger of the German 
Bed Cross. 


Hordes of these refugees are pouring 


Into Germany over the Polish, Latvian 
and Esthonlan borders and many are 
seeking passports to America, where 
they have relatives and friends who 
are financing them fbr the journey. 


Already nearly 50,000 cases exist In 


Germany, traced to refugees, and Ger- 
man Immigrants from the Volga region 
have been infected. 
Seventy-five per 


cent of the recent arrivals In the con- 
centration camps were diseased, ac- 
cording to Red Cross statistics. 


The minister of health has called at- 


tention to the necessity of vaccinating 
everyone arriving from Russia, declar- 
ing that children especially •!« car- 
riers of typhus. 


Dr. Schlesinger said: 
"Spotted typhus and cholera already 


have crossed the Russian boundary,
